Not 
only have these ‘eight “Government. ser- 
vants" been arrested ;. they have becn 
imprisoned, or perhaps) we should. sa 
incarcerated whey referring to those who 
have Leen’ in Government employ. And 
it. was for a paltry, Uivial, ridiculous 
‘offerice that they are nuw under lock and 
key—an alfence which ‘is perhaps no 
offence at all from the official coolie’s stand- 
point. Only, the authorities in the “New 
Territories sare so absufdly antiquated in 
their notions of right apd wrong that a jest 
is lost upon them, and what may be descri- 
bed as a mere “frivol’ becomes a heinous 
crime in their old- fashioned eyes. These 
eight coolies had companied His Excel- 
lency.to the New Territories. Alter a long 
and fatiguing walk they were offered tea— 
teal They objected to drink a weak decoc- 
tion of tea of the ground, ho doubt, that it 
was bad for the dervous system. As every: 
body kriows, tea is apt to get an the nerves, 
and Government chair ‘coblies‘must be pro: 
tgcted. So they demanded samshu, which 
is understood to be a-svothing, syruppy 
medicine, specially designed to lighten the 
weight of existence. Unfortunately, they. 
met an individual who had no respect for 
Persons. He actually required payment for 
his samshu, and very naturally the “Govero- 
ment servants" asked if he thought they ale 
dirt. “They flaunted their red uniforms in 
his face; they pointed to the official crown 
on their ‘sleeves; they exhibited the frills 
and flounces and furbelows on their nether 
garments | and finally they called attention ta 
the special variety of high-class Chinese 
which they used in conversing one with the 
other. Still .the New ‘Territories’ official 
was obdurate. He admitted that he had 
samshu, but the ehit system had not yet pene: 
trated'to, that benighted region, and until: 
he saw the colour of their money there would 
‘be’ no samshu for them, Being “ Govern- 
r ment servants" the eight coolies could not 
brook such an insult, ‘They immediately 
fell on the sainshw-seller and left ticir-visit- 
ing cards on his:person, The matshed in 


‘|-which the samshu- was supposed to be con- 
cealed also shared in the tumult and the 
“poor coolies only desisted when they found 
themselves in the arms of the law. An 
unsympathetic magistrate senteitced them to 
pay a fine, and as they had not received 
their salaries, witli exchange compensa- 
‘tion, and were consequently unable to pay 
they had to goto jail, as if they were com- 
mon malefactors. One may well ask what 
is to become of the "service" if “Govern. 
ment coolies” are not toreceive any pet- 
quisites? And what is to become of His 
Excellency when he desires to take a trip to 
the New Territories if his coolies are not to 
get reasonable refreshments—meaning sam- 
- shu—after toiling and moiling in the heat of 
the sun? Of course, there is the further 
question what would become of. His Exeel- 
lency if they did get refreshments ad lid. on 
such excursions, but that point docs not enter 
jnto the present discussion, - Meanwhile the

THE result of the official trial-tsips of the two 
submarine vessels recenily built at the 
Kawasaki Dockyard, Kobe, for the ‘Imperial 
Japanese Navy, having proved. completely 
satisfactory, the second flotilla of submarine 
boats has now been commissioned, Comman- 
der Ide and Lieutenants. Miyaji, Otawara, and 
Nakagi, have becn appointed to. the command 
of the new submarines, Commander Ide ‘acting 
asthe commander ofthe flotilla, The apparent 
paradox that four commanders should be 
appointed for two vessels is thus explained by 
the Japan Chronicle: submarine vessels each 
require two commiunders, who take duty alter- 
nately at regular intervals.

Although at the beginning of the year .Tsing- 
tao Ceased to be a free harbour, the change did 
not come into operation at once; the. first 
three months of the year being a transition 
period, during which goods ordered before 
December could be imported free. This pe- 
riod having now. expired; goods of all kinds 
have to pay duty, and in this respect the pert 
differs. fiom none of the treaty. ports in China. 
It was a long time before this question was 
settled, as so many different interests had to 
be concidered carefully. The tenor of the 
treaty is that the Imperial Maritime Customs 
collect all duties aod pay 20 % of all money 
thus received on imported goods to the Impe- 
ial ‘German Government which, it seems to 
us, has not made a bad buniness from this 
‘esas bana :
